Mr.  Conreid.  noted  odor  of  radio,  tele¬ 
vision,  and  the  ‘  legitimate  theartre"  pre¬ 
vented  readings  from  material  ranging  in 
depth  from  fifth  grade  readers  to  section* 
of  the  Bible. 

The  vibrant  personality  of  this  famous 
man  wo*  exposed  to  the  audience  in  o 
"question  ond  answer  period''  following 
his  performance  A  reception  in  the  C.U.B 
honoring  the  versatAe  performer  climaxed 
our  ‘Evening  with  Hons  Conreid." 
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The  scats  were  filled,  the  wall  were  lined,  and  the  stage 
was  crowded  with  people  who  come  to  listen  to  the  words 
of  James  Meredith,  o  spokesman  for  the  rights  of  the  Negro. 
Master  Meredith,  who  was  the  first  Negro  to  groduate  from 
the  University  of  Mississippi,  coptrvoted  the  audience  with 
hit  views  on  the  number  one  problem  in  the  United  States — 
the  treatment  of  a  minority  group. 

Mister  Meredith  told  of  the  frightening  but  worthwhile  doys 
spent  of  the  University  of  Mississippi.  He  stressed  the  prob¬ 
lem  that  the  Negro  has  not  been  gronted  the  same  rights 
and  privileges  that  other  Americon  citixcns  Have.  He  dso 
stressed  the  real  importance  of  a  major  Civil  Right*  bill 
After  his  talk,  a  question  and  answer  period  was  held.  The 
ovdience  gave  their  own  views  on  segregation  and  integra¬ 
tion  and  discussed  what  they  could  do  about  the  problems. 


On  January  23,  Dr.  Neal,  professor  at  UCLA  in 
Cloremont,  California,  spoke  on  "U.S.  Foreign  Pol¬ 
icy  and  the  Soviet  Union'*  Dr.  Neal  stressed  several 
ideas  on  our  treatment  of  the  tactics  of  the  U.5-S.R. 
He  also  expressed  his  opinions  concerning  our  pres¬ 
ent  ond  past  actions  dealing  with  developments 
raised  by  the  Communists.  He  said  that  due  to  the 
Ignorance  of  most  of  our  foreign  policy  mokert  re¬ 
lated  to  the  Marxists  theory,  we  hove  misconceived 
the  pursuits  that  the  Communists  ore  trying  to  ob¬ 
tain  because  of  this  foct,  the  U.S  hoi  remained 
on  the  defensive  rather  thon  the  offensive 

Dr.  Neal  concluded  his  program  with  a  question 
ond  answer  period 


According  to  Hugh  Fleetwood,  professor  of  philo¬ 
sophy  at  Western  Washington  State  College,  the 
Negro’s  lock  of  education  ond  employability  factors 
ore  not  at  the  root  of  the  civil  rights  problem  in  the 
United  States  today  He  slated  that  the  real  problem 
is  a  psychological  problem  of  identity  —  too  many 
people  think  of  the  stereotype  Negro  ond  the  Negro 
thus  takes  the  shape  of  this  stereotype. 

Mr.  Fleetwood  expressed  these  views,  Jan.  9,  as 
the  first  "Speaker  in  the  Union'*  winter  quarter

hove  the  Cots  hod  o  perfect  season,  post¬ 
ing  sin  wins,  no  losses,  ond  no  ties  (enroll¬ 
ment — 479| .  Playing  conservative  boll  ond 
retying  heavily  on  their  outstanding  de¬ 
fense,  the  Wildcats  racked  up  161  po-nts  to 
their  opponents'  43,  ond  posted  four  shiA- 
outs  Allowing  on  overage  of  only  4  8 
points  per  game,  the  'Big  Red"  finished 
third  in  the  notion  defensively  among  NAIA 
colleges  A  new  cooching  staff  headed  by 
Mel  Thompson  and  made  up  of  assistant 
coaches  Ari  Hutton  and  Jim  Nylander,  and 
student  coaches  Arm*  Tyler.  Malcom  Lind¬ 
quist.  ond  Serge  Grant,  demanded  from  the 
Wildcats  optimum  effort,  a  great  desire  to 
ploy  good  rugged  football,  ond  conduct 
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on  ond  off  the  field  befitting  mature  adults 
The  coaches'  guidance  ond  the  team  s  per 
foresonce  paid  off,  Victory  came  for  Central,  and  the  honors  rolled  in.

Tockie  Rod  G3mon,  center  Mork  Lawrence, 
and  hatfbock  Jay  Lone  mode  the  offensive  team.  Picked  on  the  de 
fensive  team  were  guard  Wayne  Swanson  ond  halfbock  Jock  Curt- 
righr  Receiving  honorable  mention  offensively  were  Swanson,  Gil¬ 
man  and  Tockie  Dick  Shonnon  And,  defensively,  linebacker  Tod 
Smith  and  halfback  Vernell  Chandler  were  cited.

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Unknown  »o  many  people  each  Saturday  afternoon  prior  to  gome- 
time,  the  Wildcat*  go  about  a  systematic  preparation  which  starts 
with  th#.t  D««*mblog*  in  Hi*  locker  room  and  *nd«  w«th  the  opening 
kick-off  For  moil  player*,  th*  preparation  itort*  in  th*  training  room 
H*r*,  amid  th*  odor  of  tap*  and  analgetic  balm,  th*  trainer*  apply 
tpong*  poddmg,  yard*  of  tope,  and  etoetic  wrap*  to  tvpport  weak 
ankle*,  injured  shoulders,  torn  muscles,  ond  bruited  ribs.  Stiff  limbs 
and  muscles  receive  analgetic  balm  and  heat  treatment*.  Heat  packs 
or*  applied  to  stiff  and  tor*  area*  to  keep  them  from  tightening  up 
during  the  game.  Throughout  this  period,  other  players  come  in  for 
such  aid  at  bondogmg  of  battered  hand*,  padding  of  forearms  and 
simple  band-aids  for  skinned  areas

opponents  Lone  scored  three  time*  on  run*  of  5,  57  and  69 
yards,  led  all  ball  comer*  with  a  not  goin  of  1 77  yards  in 
10  attempts,  and  intercepted  one  poi*  Central's  other  touch¬ 
down  was  scored  by  quarterback  Cary  luff  on  o  quick 
two  yard  plunge  which  capped  a  39  yo»d  drive  which  luft 
started  by  intercepting  o  Whitman  post  The  "8ig  Red’’  line 
poshed  the  Missionaries  about  at  will,  opening  b*g  holes  for 
their  hard  hitting  bocks  who  rolled  up  30k  yards  total  rush 
ing  The  rugged  defense  did  equally  well  by  yielding  a 
m.*erly  20  yards  total  rushing  and  only  three  first  downs.

The 
final  Wildcat  tody  came  after  end  Art  Bits  intercepted  an¬ 
other  Pirate  pass  Moving  23  yards,  luft  passed  to  slot-bock 
Ron  Redden  who  ran  into  the  end  zone  standing  up  There 
were  many  outstanding  performers  in  the  game  with  the  Kg 
Red"  defense  network  putting  in  its  third  straight  outstanding 
show  of  strength.  In  dealing  the  Pirates  th«s  upset  blow,  the
